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To  the  Trustees  and  Subscribers  of  the  Ellen  Badger  Hospital. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Annual 
Report  and  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1940. 

The  number  of  In-patients  treated  during  the  j^ear  vvas  402 
(exclusive  of  births) — an  increase  of  49.  Of  these  150  were 
Surgical,  108  Medical,  and  144  Maternity  ;  234  recovered,  121 
improved,  19  died,  and  28  patients  and  17  infants  remained  in 
Hospital  on  December  31st. 

The  number  of  Out-patients  was  661  :  230  were  X-rayed, 
300  received  Electrical  treatment,  and  76  patients  attended  for 
Eye  treatment. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  patients  in  Hospital  during 
1940  was  15 ’25  days,  and  the  average  cost  per  In-patient  was 
£ 9  9s.  6d.,  the  average  daily  cost  being  12/6. 

The  average  cost  of  Out-patients  was  7/-. 

In  the  Maternity  Wards  there  were  144  births — an  increase 
of  69.  This  was  due,  of  course,  to  the  influx  of  evacuees  from 
Birmingham,  Coventry,  and  London. 

We  commenced  the  year  with  a  deficit  of  £583  13s.  0d., 
practically  all  of  which  was  incurred  in  1939.  To  meet  this 
situation  certain  measures  were  decided  upon  with  a  view’  to 
reducing  expenditure  and  increasing  income.  Both  these  efforts 
were  successful.  Expenditure  was  reduced  by  £371  4s.  10d., 
and  income  increased  by  £411  15s.  Id.,  and  solely  on  the  year’s 
working,  instead  of  a  debit  balance,  there  wras  a  credit  balance 
of  £222  6s.  Id. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  were,  however,  compelled 
to  ask  the  Trustees  to  realise  some  investments  in  order  to  pay 


overdue  current  and  capital  accounts,  as  well  as  an  overdraft  at 
the  Bank.  £1,200  of  this  sum  is  being  treated  as  a  loan. 

A  successful  Bridge  Drive  was  held  at  Halford  Manor, 
which  realised  over  £60,  and  a  small  Fete  was  held  on  Whit- 
Mondav  in  the  Hospital  Grounds,  which  raised  over  £65.  This 
was  organised  by  Members  of  the  Red  Cross.  We  are  grateful 
for  these  efforts,  as  they  helped  to  replace  income  lost  from 
other  sources. 

Subscriptions  were  up  by  £58  15s.  8d.,  but  Donations  were 
down  by  £96  16s.  6d. 

During  the  year  we  received  a  valuable  Emergency  Lighting 
Apparatus  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Strafford. 

We  again  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid 
work  of  the  Linen  League. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  continues  to  give  valuable  sup¬ 
port  to  the  finances  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  work  of  the  various 
officials  is  appreciated. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Nursing 
Staff,  and  Members  of  the  Red  Cross  for  their  valuable  work 
during  the  year.
